The South African Women’s Christian Temperance Union and 
kindred societics, in which the author of this sermon takes a keen 
interest, deserve well of the public, for they are carrying on a hard 
and uphill fight against intemperance and the many evils which 


follow in its train, 


The.Rev. Dr. J. E. Ennals has for the last nine’ years been pastor’ 


of Rosebank Union Church: He has just returned from attending 
the Baptist World Congress at Toronto, where the honorary degree 
of D.D. was conferred on him by McMaster’ University. 


[Text: “Why hast thou ticcke 
: down her fences, so that all 
they which pass by do pluck 
her.” (Psalm'80, v. 12.) J 
The vine carved on the great 
doors ‘of the, temple in Jerusalem 
was regarded as a type of the 
people of. God. This psalm de- 
picts its glory as brought out of 
Egypt, deep-rooted in the Jand, 
covering the mountains with 
‘branches reaching to the Mediter- 
ranean, and its shoots to the 
Euphrates. Then all this pros-, 
perity was blighted. by the break- 
ing down of. the protecting fence, 
and it was ravaged by the boar 
and wild beasts, This is a pic- 
ture of the most divinely favour- 
ed society and nation when the 
fences of restriction no longer 
avail to keep out the devastating 
corruptions that destroy its finer 
life, As Jeremiah says:: -“‘I had 
‘planted thee a noble vine, wholly 
a right seed; how then art thou 
_turned into’ a. degenerate plant?” 
God’s purpose for every people -is 
‘ its fullest development, and-rich- 
est’ life. The clear conviction of: 
the Temperance Polk is, that as in 


". Isaiah's day, intemperance is- the 


vause of one of the chief breaches 
in; the safeguarding fence, on 
which’ the safety and well being 
of the body politic depends. The 

. benefit of a fence is not always 
realised. Liquor regulations are 
too often regarded purely from the 
standpoint of restriction of the 
liberty’of the subject, forgetting 
that all liberty is limited by the 
welfare of others, and that it is 
only licence that cannot bear re. 
strictions. at all,. Temperance 
aims.are thought to be merely 
negative—"Thou shalt, not,” and 
the natural man is apt to resent 
this, If we look from the other 
point of view, however, and think 
of the fence of restriction as safe- 
guarding the finer : elements of 
social and national life, we realise 
that ,it isa positive good, the 
provision of that sheltering wall, 
behind which, the finest fruits of 
the garden may grow.

When sich great sntaveata are at 
atnke in the moral welfare of 
-the whole community is it not ex- 
traordinary that any other .con- 
sideration of individual profit 
should. be allowed to befog the 
iggue? The temperance party has 
often been regarded as an inter- 


ested party in liquor regulation, 


when surely the very opposite is 
the case, for they are influenced 
neither by the hope of personal 
gain, nor by. the craving of ap- 
petite. They follow a policy of 
safeguarding which they are con- 
ia for the public. good. 
Prevent Possible Disasters 

They believe it is far better to 
put a fence at the top of the cliff 
to’ prevent possible disasters, 
rather than to provide an am- 
bulance down’ in the valley for 
those who have fallen over. the 
precipice. In‘other words, their 
contention is: that “prevention is 
better than cure.” When we ask 
ourselves what we can do as re- 
pairers of the breach for the 
welfare of our country, and the 
establishment of, thie kingdom of 
heaven in our midst,.the answer is 
surely two-fold, both private and 
public. Individually, we need to 
see that our own characters are 
protected from the insidious dan- 


‘ger of strong drink, .or we shall 


have no power to help the State. 
It is, in'my opinion, no real hard- 
ship to sign the pledge against 
intoxicating drink, and cut it out 
altogether. Many would doubt- 
less agree with a fellow traveller 
to whom I recently explained the 
meaning of the white ribbon of 
the Women’s Christian Temper- 
ance Union,: When we found it 
meant no whisky, beer, wine, or 
alcohol, he ejaculated “C'est 
abominable.” Ido not find it 80, 
and I would take this opportunity 
of expressing my life-long grati- 
tude to parents who sacrificed 
their. awn taste -and habit*by, be- 
coming abstainers. for the sake of 
their boys, Ido not think I have 
missed much, and have certainly 
gained considerably. I would 
urge individual abstinence as one 
never: knows to what extent the 
habit of indulgence may grow. 
There are very few families ‘that 
have not suffered through it in 
some of their members. If we 
give way a little it easily. leads 
to much. "A hole that ‘a dog figds 
it dificult’ to foree his way 
through will presently let the boar 
through to devastate and destroy. 
‘Is It Worth the Risk? 

With the ever keener competi- 
tion; can we afford the handicap? 
This is where the United States 
‘is already getting a great advan- 
tage over all competitors. The 
nations are going to’ find that if 
they. want to -be in’ the running 
they must clearly recognise that 
this race, like . those in other 
fields, demands abstinence, and 
self-restraint. 

During. my recent visit to the 
States I saw-nothing of the wide- 
spread drunkenness that the 
cables would have us believe is go 
flagrant.

Henry’ Vincent Higgins, 
chairman of the Carlton Hotels, 
Ltd., and of the Ritz Hotel (Lon- 
don), Litd.; a director of the Ritz 
Hotel; Paris, Ltd.; and an ex- 
chairman of the Covent Garden 
Opera House Syndicate, died last 
month ‘in London, aged 73. 

| Mr. Higgins‘ overcame - the 
enormous handicap of losing ‘his.

through thick and ‘thin. 

One feels ao thrill of pride to think 

that England breeds such Sons, and 
renlises that the decorations and 
promotions awarded were more than 
well earned. How proud the crew 
must have been ‘of their. Com- 
mander; and how proud he must 
have been of his officers and men. 
» Though Captain Campbell was in 
command of three different ships, 
his crew was practically the same 
on all three occasions, A few left 
for health: and other reasons, and 
a few men were added as necessity 
‘arose, but the back-bone of the crew 
was made up of officers and men who 
had served with Captain Campbell 
from the very beginning. All the 
crew volunteered ‘for this special 
work and continued to do so only 
at their own wish, Tt is‘a wonder- 
ful example of how mén who have 
tfaced death together, will always 
remain staunch to thelr Commander 
and to one another.
